To these thousands of interested out- 
siders it will come as a matter of real con- 
cern to know that the glory of Stanley 
Park is menaced by an invasion of cater- 
pillars, which threaten to strip the foliage 
from its gigantic hemlocks and thus kil! 
the trees. And they will learn with amaze- 
ment that while this menace hangs over 
the park, Vancouver's city council 
park board are haggling about which of 
them should provide $7,000 with which to 
spray the trees and save them from de- 
struction.

Next hold the head erect and by 
rolling the eyeball, look first to the 
left and then to the right as far as 
possible without turning the head 
Move the eyes first to the left and 
then to the rght (counting one with 
each movement) and until you have 
slowly counted to ten. Opening the 
eyes wide and then closing them for 
a few seconds is another effective 
exercise. 

After the exercises it is a good plan 
to bathe the eyes either with distilled 
Water or boric acid or a weak salt 
and water solution If not convenient 
to do this during the day it should 
not be neglected in the morning nor 
at night. Such simple exercises to- 
gether with the cultivation of radiant 

ealth will keep the eyes themselves 
youthful and beautiful so that they 
will light up the face with an illu- 
mination that cannot be counterfeited 
by ocal applications. Needless to gay, 
an eye specialist should be consulted 
if the vision is impaired.

Lawrence 
at Quebec; secondly, the extraordin- 
ary sequence of wonder after wonder 
as they passed through the Rockies; 
and thirdly, the wide sweep of the 
open spaces of the western prairies. 
The feeling that resulted was that a 
nation set in the midst of so much 
| Brandeur must naturally take upon 
itself a destiny of high ideals and 
conceptions. The wide open spaces 
gave men the solid vision, and made 
them so that they were able to move 
worlds, and that should be the des- 
tiny of the Canadian people. 

In welcoming the party on behalf 
of the government and citizens of Al- 
berta, Premier Brownlee alluded to 
the great value of such visits in 
cementing together the various parts 
of the empire, and said that such per- 
sonal meetings were necessary 
more effective than mere communi- 
cations. He assured his hearers of 
the continued loyalty of Canadians to 
the empire, in spite of the fears ex- 
pressed in 
the growing together of Canada and 
the United States, and said that there 
were enough loyal people in the 
Dominivii to offset any effect of the 
close proximity of the United States 


| No Wide Open Door 


Alluding to the object of the vis-| 


itors, Premier Brownlee said that they 
had seen enough of the province to 
gather some idea of its possibilities 
as the basis of a great population. 
They could see that it did offer Op- 
portunities, but the door was 
open to all. It offered an imposing 
wall to those who came casually and 
without those traits of character fit- 
ted for a pioneer country. But to 
those of the right spirit, no matter 
whether they came in sheepskin or 
2 P5 san of the university, he did

| more. Dr. Norwood had referred to 
the fact that some men might drift to 
the United States. In regard to this 
Premier Brownlee said that at one 
time there was a fear that Canada 
Was losing many young men to the 
United States by reason of the greater

With the 
mineral development in Canada. the 
| growth of private wealth, and the 
changing conception of its people that

| In conclusion the Premier said that
